CHINA.

The Canton waterworks, built at a cost of 1,500,000 dols., with 
British machinery set up by a British engineer, 
Waterworks. were opened in August, 1908, and are run 
under purely Chinese management. Water- 
works supplying the native town at Hankow were approaching 
completion, under a British engineer, in the spring of 1909. A 
waterworks company was formed in Swatow in 1908 and the shares 
eagerly taken up, but, at the time of writing the report, operations 
had not started. At various other places, such as Chinkiang, 
Chungking and Chinan Fu, waterworks projects have been mooted, 
but have failed for want of funds. The next few yeurs are likely 
to see waterworks started in many of the larger cities. 





JAPAN: 
The ‘‘ Nachrichten fiir Handel und Industrie” (Berlin) of 18th 
November, quoting from a report by the German 
Electric “ey way Consulate a shes states that the Kobe-Akashi 
wneal. Electric Railway Company, with a nominal 
capital of about 210,000!., intend to build an electric railway from 
Kobe vid Suma to Akashi, a distance of 114 miles.

It will include sections 
for agriculture, fine and applied arts, textiles, wood, stone and 
metal work, general industries (including leather, paper, printing, 
chemicals, mineral oils, pottery, &c.), and engineering. 


So far as English firms are concerned, it is hoped to obtain 
exhibits of machinery and demonstrations of processes, especially 
for the agricultural, textile and engineering sections. The Deputy 
Director of Agriculture, United Provinces, is already arranging for 
exhibits from England for the agricultural section; the textile 
court will be under the management of the Upper India Chamber 
of Commerce, the headquarters of which are at Cawnpore. The 
agricultural court will form one of the main features of the exhi- 
bition: the demand in India for light and inexpensive agricultural 
machinery will shortly, it is stated, be sufficiently great fully to 
justify manufacturers in departing from standard patterns to meet 
its special requirements.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Australia.—_-H.M. Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. C. 
Hamilton Wickes) draws the attention of British firms shipping 
cases of goods to the Commonwealth to the fact that every article 
inside the case must be entered on the invoice, or on a separate 
packing list. He has been informed that firms shipping small 
machines have placed their trade catalogues in considerable num- 
bers inside the case, or inside the machine. ‘The duty on cata- 
logues imported into the Commonwealth is 6d. per lb., or 39 per 
cent. of the value, whichever may be the higher ; where an attempt 
seems to have been made to evade the Tariff, the Customs Authori- 
ties can oblige the consignee to pay 35 per cent. of a high value 
placed on the catalogues. Some manufacturers, again, are in the 
habit of shipping with engines a tin of lubricating oil and grease ; 
this article is also subject to a very heavy duty.

Trinidad and Tobago.—-The report on the trade of Trinidad 
and Tobago in 1908-9, recently issued by the Colonial Office 
(Annual Series, No. 621), states that Trinidad offers a remunerative 
field for the investment of capital. The cultivation of cocoa con- 
tinues to return handsome profits. Much attention is now 
being given to the development of the oil fields of the Colony, 
which, according to the geological survey, extend over the 
whole of the southern portion of the island. Many of the wells 
sunk have given satisfactory results, and some of the under- 
takings may now be said to have passed out of the experimental 
stage. The cultivation of rubber is another industry likely to 
command attention in the near future. It may be considered to 
be as yet hardly established as a staple industry, but it is 
becoming each year more important, and is full of promise for the 
future. The general condition of the Colony may be described, 
says the report, as one of steadily-growing prosperity. There is, 
however, great need for the introduction of fresh capital, and for 
a better supply of labour for the development of agricultural 
industries. See also pp. 488-9.

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British Trade Abroad. 





The Customs returns indicate clearly that the United Kingdom 
is being pressed hard by Beigium, Germany and France in certain 
lines. It would, however, be unsafe to draw conclusions from this 
alone; @ poor community purchases cheap, showy articles in 
preference to the better but dearer goods. Despite the competition 
of Germany and France, the prestige of the English manufacturers 
remains unshaken. There are many articles which cannot be 
supplied by the local shops that would probably be ordered from 
the large London shops if they offered the same facilities for 
placing such orders as are furnished by Parisian establishments. 
Price lists, to be circuiated locally, should be in the French lan- 
guage, and show the prices in rupees. The local agents should 
receive the order, accept the payment, and arrange to deliver the 
goods. 





LEGISLATIVE UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


The “London Gazette” of 38rd December contains a Royal 
Proclamation declaring that on and after 3lst May, 1910, the 
Colonies of the Cape of Good Hope, Natal, the Transvaal, and the 
Orange River Colony shal] be united in a Legislative Union under 
one Government, under the name of the Union of South Africa. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
NOVEMBER, 1909.* 


I.—GENERAL. 

The trade returns for November, 1909, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1908, show increases in the values 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and of the Exports 
both of the Produce and Manufactures of the United Kingdom and 
of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in November was 61,605,2221., an 
increase of 11,700,745l., or 23°4 per cent., as compared with No- 
vember, 1908; whilst the total Exports amounted to 40,073,3401., 
an increase of 4 243,7371. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures 
of the United Kingdom show an increase of 4,174,040/., or 14°3 per 
cent., as compared with November, 1908; whilst there is an increase 
of 69,697/., or 1:0 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and 
Colonial Merchandise.

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V.—SHIPPING IN NOVEMBER. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
November, 1909, amounted to 3,682,263 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,914,636 tons, as against 3,325,238 tons entered, and 
4,572,864 tons cleared, during November, 1908. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during November, 
1909, amounted to 2,613,312 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,608,093 tons, as against 2,546,523 tons entered, and 2,504,306 
tons cleared in November, 1908. 


VI.—_ELEVEN MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-NOVEMBER). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the eleven months ended November, 1909, amounted to 
36,983,131 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 52,423.569 tons, as 
against 36,856,539 tons entered and 52,150,821 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1908. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the eleven months 
ended November, 1909, amounted to 28,780,015 tons, and the 
tonnage cleared to 28,359,242 tons, as against 28,325,957 tons 
entered and 27,843,346 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1908.

and Spanish patents of invention, duly registered in Great Britain, 
and the Governments of those countries declare that similar 
protection is accorded in Morocco tw British patents registered in 
their territories.

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COAL INDUSTRY AND TRADE OF BRITISH INDIA. 


Adverting to the article on the coal output and trade of British 
India, published on p. 114 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
15th July last, the following further particulars are taken from the 
official “‘ Indian Trade Journal ” of 11th November :— 

Production.—According to a note on the production and con- 
sumption of coal in India up to the year 1908, recently issued by 
the Commercial Intelligence Department of India, the total 
production for the whole of India in the year 1908 was 
12,769,635 tons, as compared with 11,147,339 tons for the 
previous year, representing an increase of about 144 per cent. 
over the figures of 1907 and 303 per cent. over those of 1906. 
In 1878 the total amounted to 1,015,210 tons. In the 
same year the only fields worked were the Raniganj and 
Giridih fields in Bengal and the mines in the Central 
Provinces. The Raniganj field held the first place as regards 
production in 1905, but now stands second, its output in 
1908 having been 4,221,781 tons, or 33 per cent. of the total 
production. Jherria, which was opened in 1893, had the largest 
production in 1907, viz., 5,179,185 tons, or 46°5 per cent. of the 
total, and increased its lead in 1908 by yielding nearly 64 million 
tons, or about half of the total production. The production of the 
Giridih field in 1908 fell to 782,763 tons, or 6°1 per cent. of the 
total. The Daltonganj field, opened in 1901, yielded 96,391 
tons in 1908. These four coal-fields are all situated in the 
province of Bengal, which produced about 90 per cent. of the coal 
raised in India in 1908. 

Outside Bengal, the most important mines are those at Singareni 
in the Nizam’s territory, the Umaria Mine in the Rewa State in 
Central India, and the Mohpani mines in the Central Provinces. 

Imports.—The total imports of foreign coal into India during 
1908-9 amounted to the value of Rs. 82,24,772 as compared with 
Rs. 59,34,839 during 1907-8. These figures represent private 
merchandise only and do not include Government stores. The 
largest quantity imported in any one year within the last 20 years 
was 823,584 tons in 1894-5, valued at Rs. 1,47,39.641. Bombay 
has always been the largest importer, and in 1908-9 Sind was the 
second. The United Kingdom supplies by far the greatest part of 
the foreign coal imported into India. On the average of the last 
20 years, Australia holds the second place and Japan the third. 
In the last two years Natal coal has gone ahead of Japan. The 
imports from other countries during 1908-9 were the largest on 
record. 

Exports.—The exports of Indian coal (excluding bunker coal) 
during 1908-9 were valued at Rs. 50,51,140, as compared with 
Rs. 58,95,701 during 1907-8. The exports increased in 
proportion to the production up to the year 1906-7, but there 
were decreases in the two years 1907-8 and 1908-9. On the 
average of the five years 1899-1900 to 1903-4, the exports were 
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7°02 per cent. of the total production of Indian coal; the 
exports of the following five years 1904-5 to 1908-9 averaged 
7°28 per cent. of the production. Almost all the coal shipped as 
private merchandise from India is sent from Calcutta. Ceylon 
and the Straits Settlements are the two principal markets, 
and of the total quantity shipped in 1908-9, 62 per cent. 
was declared for Ceylon and 19 per cent. for the Straits. In 
1905-6 and 1906-7 Indian coal took the place of Japanese coal in 
Hong Kong, but no shipments took place in 1907-8, and only 
2 tons were exported in 1908-9. On the other hand, Sumatra 
took more coal from India and is now her third best customer 
(15 per cent.). From 1902-3 till 1906-7 the total exports increased 
rapidly till they reached 925,350 tons. The year 1907-8 showed a 
decrease of over 200,000 tons, and 1908-9 a decrease of 
over 150,000 tons, all countries, except Sumatra (in 1907-8) 
and Java (in 1908-9), taking smaller quantities. In Ceylon 
Indian coal has maintained its ground fairly well, but in the 
Straits Settlements Japan has regained the predominance she 
lost during her last war.

Distribution.—The total available supply of coal in India, after 
deducting net exports from production, was 12,655,820 tons in 
1908-9, as against 10,726,771 tons in 1907-8. Calcutta uses 
Bengal coal exclusively. Bombay City gets its supplies by sea 
from Bengal and from foreign countries in the proportion of 3 to 
1, partly for its own consumption and partly for distribution 
within the Bombay Presidency, which also receives considerable 
quantities by rail from Bengal and the Nizam’s territory. Sind 
and Madras import most of their coal by sea, but the latter 
province also draws part of its supply from the Nizam’s territory. 
Eastern Bengal and Assam, the United Provinces, the Central 
Provinces, and Central India import the bulk of the coal they 
require by rail and river from Bengal. Half the coal consumed 
in the Punjab comes direct from Bengal, and the other half 
through Karachi. Mysore gets coal through the Madras ports 
and the Nizam’s territory. Burma derives its supply almost 
wholly from Bengal. 

The consumption of wood as fuel on railways has not decreased to 
such an extent as might have been expected during the last 20 
years. Reckoning 24 tons of wood as equal to one ton of coal, 
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the quantity of wood consumed may be regarded as equivalent 
to 66,034 tons of coal. Wood is still used in considerable 
quantities on the North-Western, Burma, Madras and Southern 
Mahratta Railways. 

Value and Prices.—The value of the coal produced in India is 
reported annually by mine-owners. The figures represent the 
actual or estimated wholesale price of coal at the pit’s mouth. 
The average value of all the coal produced in each province in 
India advanced from 3 Rs. 6 annas per ton in 1890 to 3 Rs. 
15 annas in 1908. The lowest value, namely, 2 Rs. 8 annas 
per ton, was reached in 1905.

Capital and Labour.—The total amount of capital employed in 
the coal-mining industry cannot be stated, as reports are received 
from joint stock companies only, and the capital employed by 
private individuals and syndicates is unknown. There were 121 


- joint stock companies at work in Bengal on the 31st March, 


1909. These companies produced 82 per cent. of the total output 
of the Bengal coal-fields in 1908. Outside Bengal there were only 
four joint stock companies at work in that year. 

_ The total number of men, women and children employed in the 
coal mining industry in India during 1908 amounted to 129,175, 
as compared with 112,502 during the previous year, the total 
in Bengal being 112 219. 





FUTURE DEVELOPMENT OF ANGOLA. 

The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Loanda (Mr. H. G. Mackie) on the trade of Angola in 1908, which 
will shortly be issued :— 

Apart from the disturbing influences that have acted in restraint 
of trade within the last few years, Angola has been suffering from 
the effects of a keen commercial crisis. To counteract the evil 
influences of the presént financial stagnation, remedial measures 
calculated to have a far-reaching effect upon the economic. develop- 
ment of Angola were adopted by the Governor-General during the 
year 1908. Foremost among these may be mentioned :—(a) the 
employment of expert botanists for developing the rubber industries 
for which Angola is considered to be peculiarly adapted, and the 
organisation of a syndicate,* composed of local merchants, to stimu- 
late cotton growing ; thus, it is hoped, to replace by newly created

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industries the manufacture of rum that is making such alarming 
strides in Angola and is doing incalculable harm to the native 
population ; (6) the employment of Government prospectors for 
promoting mining industries; and (c) the provision of means of 
communication with the interior by utilismg the navigable rivers 
on a scale that has not hitherto been attempted. 

With regard to the last-mentioned, a number of steam launches, 
imported in sections, are now to ply on those waterways, on which 
all obstacles to navigation are to be removed. The work of clear- 
ing away obstructions on the River Loje, 184 miles from Ambriz, 
is now nearing completion, and the river will soon be open to 
navigation by canoes and small barges of about 2 tons burthen 
for a distance of 62 miles ; this includes a canal of 14 miles in 
length and 16 feet wide; by the end of 1909 it is anticipated 
the river will be navigable for 130 miles. Here the cataracts 
impede further progress by water, but it is proposed to build 
a road for a distance of about two miles past the rapids to 
a point where the river again becomes navigable. The first 
section is said to have reached Sanda, to which place it is 
expected the administrative centre, now at Encoge, will be trans- 
ferred ; itis thought probable that the commercial houses at Ambriz 
will soon open stores at Sanda to establish trading relations with 
the natives of the coffee-growing district. 

In this manner it is proposed to utilise the larger rivers in the 
remoter inland districts such as the Upper Zambezi, Luena, 
Lungue-Bungo, Cuando and its affluents the Chicolwe, Cuchibi, 
Cubangwe and Kwembo, the Cuito and its affluent the Kwanvale, 
and the Cubango. New administrative circuits are to be formed in 
the more populous districts, the limits of which are to be con- 
sidered as extending from river to river. Hach district commis- 
sioner will be provided with one or more launches of the type 
already described. Roads are to be made from the railways to 
these navigable waterways. 

Of the many schemes, however, of developing the natural resources 
of Angola and of utilising its fine harbours as outlets for merchan- 
dise from the interior, railway construction carried on by British 
capital has been by far the most prominent. Although started 
over 20 years ago, however, the Portuguese have made compara- 
tively little progress with their railways,* a circumstance due to 
the great obstacles encountered. A belt of hills that runs parallel 
with the coast line from one end of Angola to the other, rising in 
three terrace-like elevations to an altitude of some 3,500 feet on 
the north and to over 6,000 feet to the south, has retarded the 
railway schemes and absorbed much capital without yielding the 
anticipated profits.

TARIFF CHANGES 


AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS, 
BRITISH SOUTH AFRICA. 
The Board of Trade have received from His Majesty’s - Trade 


Commissioner in South Africa copy of Customs 
Customs Decisions. Notices (Nos. 128-9), dated 4th and 10th Novem- 

ber, 1909, respectively, which have been issued 
by the Cape Government by order of the Board of Control, notify- 
ing that “ Butter Uarriers” and “Cow Hair Rugs” may be im- 
ported into the South African Customs Union under Tariff Item 
No. 175 at aduty of 15 per cent. ad valorem, with a rebate of 
3 per cent. ad valorem when they are the manufacture of the 
United Kingdom or reciprocating British Colonies. 





UGANDA PROTECTORATE. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the “ Ostrich 
Ordinance, 1909.” (No. 19 of 1909), dated 
ia Hectetatian 28th October, 1909, laying down regulations for 
of Ostriches. &c. the control of the keeping, hunting and 

: exporting of ostriches, and for the control of 
the trade in ostrich egys and feathers in the Uganda Protectorate. 

The Ordinance prohibits, inter alia, the exportation of *‘ ostrich 
feathers” from the Protectorate, except by a registered ostrich 
farmer whu has obtained them trom ‘“ domesticated ” ostriches kept 
by him, or by a licensed feather merchant. 

A “domesticated ” ostrich is declared to be one which has been 
bred in captivity, or which has been captured when young (1.e., 
less than two months old), or has been imported into the Pro- 
tectorate and kept in captivity for a period of not less than three 
months. 

No export duty shall be payable upon the feathers of any 


Restriction of 
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domesticated ostrich exported from the Protectorate within three 
years from the date of the publication of this Ordinance. 

The exportation of any live ostrich or “unblown ostrich egg” is 
also prohibited, except by licence previously obtained from the 
Governor, costing Rs. 1,500 and Rs. 75, respectively. The fee may 
be remitted, wholly or in part, in the case of an ostrich being 
exported for scientific purposes. . 

No person shall export a “ blown ostrich egg,” unless he produces 
a certificate signed by an ostrich farmer certifying that such egg 
has been obtained from the person signing the certificate, or unless 
he proves that the egg was lawfully possessed by him before the 
publication of this Ordinance. 

Note.—Similar legislation regarding the exportation of ostriches, 
&c., has been enacted in the British East Africa Protectorate, 
under Ordinance No. 8 of 1907, for which see p. 125 of the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 17th October, 1907.

It is provided under the Bill as finally passed, that the introduc- 
tion of the following animals, or animal products, into the Colony, 
by sea or land, is prohibited, except with the consent of the 
Minister of Agriculture previously obtained and under certain 
prescribed conditions :— 

Bees and their larvae, honey, beeswax, including foundation 
comb, honeycomb, and other unmanufactured products of 
apiculture. 

Such animals as are usually included among zoological 
specimens. 

Any animal or thing which may be introduced in contravention 
of the above provisions shall be confiscated and destroyed or 
disposed of as the Minister of the Agricultural Department may 
direct.

1. to exempt from Consular dues and Cus- 
regards Import toms duties, for a period of four months, in the 

Duties case of a public calamity, foodstuffs and other 

supplies intended for gratuitous distribution 

among the victims of the disaster, provided that the goods be con- 

signed to the Government authorities or to the Diplomatic Repre- 

sentative or Consuls of foreign Governments, and that the 

importation is effected in conformity with the regulations previously 
issued by the Mexican Ministry of Finance; and 

2. to permit the importation under bond—without payment of 
duty, or on condition that if it is paid it shall eventually be 
returned—of raw materials or other goods for the sole purpose of 
being elaborated, adapted, or otherwise modified in the industrial 
factories of the country, and subsequently re-exported, either wholly 
or in part in their new form, within a period not exceeding one 
year from the date of their original importation. 

Any raw materials or other goods thus imported, as also any 
manufactured products obtained therefrom, which are not exported 
within the above-mentioned period, are to be subject to the 
payment of the prescribed duties.

The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Winnipeg (Mr. J. Appleton) 
reports that the National Transcontinental 
Railway between Winnipeg and the head 
of the Great Lakes is now open for 
traffic. This line is the third railway giving 
direct communication between Winnipeg and 
the ports of Fort William and Port Arthur, 
at the head of Lake Superior. 

Mr. Appleton also states that the Dominion 
Government have just completed locks at St. Andrew’s rapids on 
the Red River, about 20 miles north of Winnipeg. These locks 
will give the city water connection with Lake Winnipeg, and a 
considerable development of shipping is expected to result.

COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA. 


The ‘‘ Australian Mining Standard” of 20th October states that 
: the report on the survey for the proposed rail- 
—— way from Port Augusta (South Australia) to 

copies Kalgoorlie (Western Australia), which would 
complete railway communication between Brisbane and Perth, vid 
Sydney, Melbourne, and Adelaide, has been presented to the 
Commonwealth House of Representatives. 

The principal difficulty in the way of the railway is the lack of 
water supply. Large areas on the route are subject to periodical 
drought, and water would have to be kept in covered reservoirs. 

The length of the line would be 1,063 miles. In making calcula- 
tions as to the cost of construction, it has been assumed that a 
4 ft, 84. in. gauge would be adopted, with a ruling grade of 1 in 80, 
and a minimum curvature of 20 chains radius. The rolling-stock 
is estimated on a service of one passenger train per day each way, 
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and one goods train each way on every second day. Earthworks 
are for the most part light, and culvert and bridge requirements 
are small. The total cost of the work is estimated at 3,925,000/., 
viz., clearing, 16,000/., fencing, 8,000/., earthworks, 355,0001., 
bridges and culverts, 65,000/., rails and fastenings, 1,005,000L., 
sleepers and ballast, 1,019,000/., platelaying, 117,000/., water 
supply, 609,000/., station yards (including telegraph equipment, 
terminal accommodation at both ends, and workshops and ma- 
chinery), 335,000/., rolling-stock, 291,000/., land purchase, 5,0001., 
engineering and supervision, 100,000. 





GERMANY. 


H.M. Consul at Stettin (Mr. R. Bernal) reports that the Association 
of Upper Silesian Colliery Owners has demanded 


=. ag the introduction of a reduced freight tariff for 
Freight Rates 9° coals from Upper and Lower Silesia to 
sea ieall ene Berlin and suburbs. It is asked that the 
Silesia reduced freight rates shall be based on those

namely: 1°34 pfgs. per metric ton per 
kilometre, and 6 pfgs. per 100 kilogs. dispatch money. The 
reason given for the necessity of a reduction is the keen competi- 
tion of British gas coal in Berlin, which, it is said, is being 
increasingly felt by Silesian colliery owners. 

The firms and corporations interested in shipping at Stettin have 
protested against this proposed measure. It is maintained that a 
reduction in the freight for gas coal would not satisfy the Silesian 
colliery owners, and would be followed by a demand for a reduction 
in the railway freight on other kinds of coal. The competition of 
British coal, it is pointed out, can be met by a reduction in prices, 
Silesian colliery owners being in no way in a precarious position. 
The Berlin-Stettin ship canal, now being built at a cost of 
2,100,0002., would also greatly suffer through a reduction in railway 
freights on gas coal. 

A similar demand was made by the Silesian coliiery owners in 


1906.

Karfeng-Honanfu (Pien-Lo) Railway.—This line, which 
has a length of 120 miles, was completed in 1908 by the opening 
of the section from Chengchow to Honanfu, 79 miles. ‘The capital 
is Belgian. 

Honanfu-Tung-kwan (Lo-T’ung) Railway.—This railway, which 
is being built by Chinese capital, is expected to be completed by 
1912. It will have a length of 130 miles. 

Trentsin-Pukow (Ching-P'u) Railway.—This line will have a 
length of 675 miles, viz.:—northern section, 400 miles, which is 
being built by German capital ; southern section, 275 miles, which 
is being built by British capital. Work was begun on the northern 
section in June, 1908, and on the southern section in January, 
1909. 

Shantung. Tsao-chuang-T’ai-chuang or Ta-erh-chuang Ratlway 
on Grand Canal.—This line, which was under construction in 1908, 
will have a length of 35 miles. It will cross the Tientsin-Pukow 
line at Yi-hsien to serve coal mines near there.

Work was begun in 1908, but little progress was made. ‘Ihe 
capital is Chinese. ‘The line is expected to be completed by 1912. 

Kiangsu. Shanghai-Nanking (Hu-Ning) Railway (193 miles). 
—This line was opened on Ist April, 1908. ‘The capital is British. 

Nanking City Railway (7 miles).---This line was opened in 1908. 
The capital is Chinese. 

Kiangsu and Chekiang. Shanghai-Hangchow-Ningpo Railway. 
—Kiangsu: The Shanghai-Kashing (Hu-Ka) railway (56 miles) 
was opened in 1908 to Sungkiang (22 miles). Chekiang: The 
Hangchow-Kashing (Hang-Ka) railway (62 miles) was opened in 
April, 1909. On the Hangchow-Ningpo railway (100 miles) work, 
at the date of the report, had not yet begun. The capital is 
British, but the control is in Chinese hands; the line is expected 
to be completed in 1911. 
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Kwangtung. Amoy-Changchou Fu (Chang-Hsia) Railway (380 
miles).—The embankments of this railway were started in 1907; 
little progress was made during 1908. The line is to be com- 
pleted by 1911. 

Kwangtung, &c. Canton-Hankow (Yueh-Han) Railway (720 
miles).—This railway is under construction from the Canton end. 
It was opened to Yuntan (45 miles) in 1908. 

Kwangtung. Kung-yik-Sunning (Hsinning)-Sam-ka-phor Razl- 
way (55 miles).—This line was opened to Shikow (23 miles) in 
1908, and is to be completed in 1909. The capital is Chinese. 

Canton-Kowloon (Chiu-Kuang) Railway.—This railway, which 
will have a length of 124 miles (21 miles in British territory) was 
under construction during 1908, and is to be completed in 1911. 
The capital is British. 

Kwangst. Langson-Lungchow Railway (46 miles).—This line, 
which is of metre gauge, is an extension of the Hanoi-Langson 
line. It was opened to Namkwan (15 miles) in 1908. The 
capital is French. 

Yunnan. Laokai-Yunnan Fu (Tien-Yueh) Railway (291 miles).

MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY. 


TRINIDAD: 

The following particulars respecting mining in Trinidad have 
been extracted from the annual report on 

Mining in 1908, the trade of the Colony in 1908-9, recently 
issued by the Colonial Office (Annual Series, 
No. 621) :— 7 
0il—A considerable amount of development work was done 
during the year 1908 in boring for oil at La Bréa and Guapo, and 
‘‘ gushes ” of oil to the height of the derricks (over 60 feet) occurred 
as a result of the operations at both places. A total of 3,758 feet 
of borings has been made during the year, with satisfactory results. 
At both works the engines employed are run with oil fuel from 
the wells. No work was done during the year by the pioneer 
company at Guayaguayare, in the south-eastern portion of the 
Colony, pending negotiations for the acquisition by another syndi- 
cate of this undertaking. Model forms of prospecting licences and 
leases in respect of oil-bearing lands have been settled, and the 
Government are now in a position to deal with applications for the 
grant of prospecting licences to search for petroleum in certain 
areas of Crown land. 
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Manjak.— Development work continued to be carried out at the 
Vista Bella manjak mine. The total output in 1908 was 1,170 tons, 
valued at 2,110/., as against 2,114 tons in the previous year.

SWEDEN. 
H.M. Legation at Stockholm have forwarded the following 
particulars regarding the Swedish iron industry,

During the three months ended September, 1909, 66 blast 
furnaces, 186 forges, 15 Bessemer and 53 Martin converters were 
at work, as against 86 blast furnaces, 220 forges, 18 Bessemer and 
58 Martin converters during the corresponding period of last year.

The diminished production—a result of the long stoppage of 
work—has caused the practical exhaustion of supplies of rolled 
Swedish iron and steel both in Sweden and abroad, with a conse- 
quent accumulation of orders and press of work in the various 
rolling works. Orders continue to pour in, and have been given, 
in some cases, for a long time in advance. Prices have increased 
all round, especially in ingots and rolled Lancashire iron. The 
market is firm and prices have a steady tendency to increase, 





PORTUGAL (ANGOLA). 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul 
at Loanda (Mr. H. G. Mackie) on the trade of Angola in 1908, 
which will shortly be issued :— 

Three concessions for obtaining petroleum have been registered 
by a British engineer, who managed to reach 
the deposits notwithstanding the threatening 
attitude of the natives. Borings have been 
made about eight miles east of Catumbo, near Barro do Dande, 
where a deposit of asphalt, reported to be 40 feet thick and several 
miles long, has been discovered. It is said to contain 16 to 20 


Petroleum 
Deposits. 
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per cent. of bitumen, and will probably soon be worked by British 
capitalists. In the neighbourhood there are apparently good 
petroleum lands, which have recently been examined and favour- 
ably reported upon by a prominent British authority on petroleum. 
Asphalt and bitumen also exist at Musserra, in the district of the 
Portuguese Congo, about 15 miles east of the port of Muculla. 

All these deposits are held by an Anglo-Portuguese syndicate, 
and, as the result of recent expert examination, there seems 
every likelihood of active boring operations beginning in the 
spring of 1910.

been prepared by the improved process. The meeting strongly 
recommended :—(1) that 10,000 roubles (about 1,0501.) should be 
given to the Russian engineer who has been making experiments 
in this connection, for the purpose of fitting up a workshop at 
Moscow ; (2) that 5,000 roubles (about 725/.) a year for two years 
should be given to the said engineer to enable him to continue his 
experiments ; and (3) that the Government should allot a sum not 
exceeding 100,000 roubles (about 10,5001.) for the purchase of the 

patent rights in Russia of the process.

The report on the trade of Mauritius in 1908, recently issued by the 
Colonial Office (Annual Series, No. 624), states, 
with regard to the possibilities of a trade in 
vacoa bags, that these bags, which are made 
from the leaves of the vacoa palm, are very 
strong and durable. They would probably prove to be the best 
coal sacks in the world. As the manufacture of these bags is a 
home industry of the poorest classes, it might be an advantage if 
it were organised and developed on a capitalistic basis.

RUSSIA. 
H.M. Commercial Attaché at St. Petersburg. reports that the 
official ‘‘ Commercial and Industrial Gazette” 

Potato Crop. (St. Petersburg) of 12th/25th November 

publishes the following particulars regarding 
the potato crop in Russia :— 

In the northern half of Russia a continued spell of raw weather 
in July and August, and in the southern half prolonged dry 
weather in the autumn, reacted unfavourably on the potato crops. 
In the central agricultural region also, where, in the summer, 
prospects were excellent, autumn droughts caused some diminu- 
tion in the yield. As regards the chief regions of production, viz., 
the Baltic and Poland, the crop in the former is satisfactory, and 
in the latter above the average both with respect to quality and 
quantity, thus covering to a certain extent the deficiencies in the 
rest of Russia. In general, the result for the whole of European 
Russia must be recognised as below the average. 


The same “ Gazette” also states that, although the area under 
hemp remained unchanged this year in most 

Hemp Crop. districts, in some it was less than last; the 
quality of the fibre, owing to drought in the 

later part of the summer, is not so good as last year. Among the 
causes of the diminution of the area under hemp must be placed 
the increased cost of handling the fibre.
